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Here are three original Buick bolts. The left one has HC on its head, the other two have BUF This may 
possibly be the manufacturers identification. Modern bolt heads are marked to indicate their strength 
Many restorers spend hours cleaning and restoring the original bolts. These restored 60 year old bolts 
may no longer have the strength to function properly. In my opinion, using modern bolts of the 
correct strength is more important than using original Buick bolts, especially on critical parts 


You can easily tell the original cylinder head bolts (left) because they had a wider head than modem ones. 
The two modem bolts on the right are a Grade 5 in the middle anda Grade 8 on the right. When Tre-install 
the cylinder head, | replace the original bolts with these modem high strength ones, either a Grade 5 or 
Grade 8. You should puta flat washer under the bolt head. Torque to 65 to 70 pound feet. Bolts are graded 
according to strength as well as thread pitch and type. For example, 7/16" x 5° coarse thread head bolts are 
used on big series cars, 7/16” x 4 1/2” coarse thread bolts are used on Specials. A box of 25 Grade 
5 big series head bolts costs around $16 in the San Francisco area, Grade 8s are double this price
